a happy way of making good .news out 
of. little and discouraging things. 
"Be 


of good cheer" is a much more encourag- 
ing greeting than "How do you do >'" 


The paper should be white, or if tint-' 


ed, it should oe of a very light dead color. 
The ordinary four-page note is the most 
convenient and most commonly used 
size. Learn to write upon unruled paper. 
Very little practice will enable you to 
keep your lines straight and regular. 
Good paper is not expensive. You can- 
not possibli make a letter look well upon 
a leaf torn out of an old account book. 


Use black or blue black ink. An old 


rusty pen and good humor never go to- 
gether. The writing should be charac- 
teristic of yourself. It makes no differ- 
ence whether it m vertical or slanting, 
large or small, heavy or light, so long as 
it is easily read and looks well.

The Caj>acit.y of Texas. 


An exchange recently told of the esti- 


mates made by some statisticians as to 
the number ot inhabitants there were in 
the world now and their belief that all 
could be packed into the state of Texas. 
Some persons doubted tbe statisticians' 
report and it did seem an almost incom- 
prehensible one. 


But looking at the bare facts there 


does not seem to be any exaggeration in 
their statements. 
There are in the 


world abcmt 1,488,000,000 people. 
The 


earth's surface includes 51,238,800 square 
miles of territory, giving twenty-nine 
inhabitants to each square mile. 


There are in Texas 20.5,780 square 


miles. As each of these contains 1340 
acres, tbe acres included in the state 
number 170,099,200. To distribute here 
the population of the earth, we divide 
1,188.000,000 by 170.089.200, and dnd 
that each acre will have a fraction above 
eight and one-half persons. For conve- 
nience of calculation this may be raised 
to nine. Nine persons to an acre. But 
what space, in feet, would this allow to 
each ;J An acre contains 43,500 square 
feet, therefore each person would have 
4,840 square feet of real estate. The 
square of 4,S10 is approximately 70; 
therefore every person in the world, if 
compelled to huddle in Texas, could be 
given a building lot seventy feet square 
—enough for a modest cottage with a 
bit of lawn in front, a kitchen garden in 
the rear, and enough space on either side 
to be free of inquisitive neighbors. 
In 


other words, take every man, woman 
and child on the earth and stand them 
at equal distances one from another in 
our state of Texas, and they would be 
compelled to raise their voices in order 
to be beard in conversation.

our country, one out of forty-dve com- 
monwealths with a population of 2,235,- 
534.

It is a well-known paradox that a 


country cannot be prosperous without a 
certain amount of national debt. This 
may be disputed, but it 13 certain that 
hardly a civilized nation ia to be found 
to-day without tbe burden of a national 
debt. 
The Handels-Zeitung, of New 


'fork, compiled some interesting statis- 
tics on the subject, from which we quote 
the following: 


"The total national debt of the world 


is now $29,000,000,000, while in 1875 it 
was $23,750,000,000. France has tbe dis- 
tinction of leading the world in this re- 
gard with a debt of $6,000,000,000, fol- 
lowed by Great Britain with $3,300,000,- 
000. 
The third on tbe list is Austria- 


Hungary with $3,030,000,000, while Rus- 
sia is fourth with $2,875,000,000 and Italy 
filth with $2,530,000,000. Spain comes 
next, with $1,895,000,000, and tbe United 
States IS seventh with $996,141,952. 
Germany has a debt of only $420,000,000. 


"Spam owes comparatively tbe largest 


sum to foreigners, while in France the 
great bulk of the papers are in possedsiou 
of tne Frenchmen tboiuselves. 
But 


nearly every other nation is indebted tor 
enormous amounts to ita own subjects. 
France takes tne lend as a lending peo- 
ple on account of the good Uuaiiuial 
standing anil uie saving propensities of 
its people. 
The example of France 


seems to confirm ibe proposition tuac a 
uutiouai utjoD is a good tiling for the 


speuty ot a people, lor in that country 


the national ucui uud tue general pros- 
jerity or oho populace nave steadily ad- 
vanced in recent ueciuiea m equal pro- 
portions.

A VIClOrS SYSTEM. 


"A New Form or Government"—that 


by political bosses, ia the subject of a 
paper in The Forum by Joseph 15. Bishop, 
of the New York Eccnin/i Po-st. ID the 
course ot it the writ?r shows how the 
nominatiDg of candidates is virtually 
taken out of the hands of the people, 
usually through neglpct of their rights. 
aud gets to be within the control of the 
few who are the bossies creatures; and 
he speaks of the one-man manipulation 
of Legislatures, and how the power is 
obtained. 


With this condition and witli the in- 


jurious effects of it tho people of Penn- 
sylvania are well acquainted, but the 
subject can scarcely be mentioaed too 
oft<jn, especially at this time when an 
extravagant, bosa-riddeu Legislature is 
in session at Harrisburg. 


Since this body began its deliberations, 


months ago, it has passed scarcely a sin- 
gle law for the public good. It has 
had before it a number of measures 
which point to improvement, none of 
which have been and none of which ever 
•will be passed in such shape as to pro- 
duce actual reform; it has been, and 
•Aithont offering any excuse, utterly ex- 
travagant and regardless of the people 
who elected it. Even the most partisan 
Republican newspapers can not and do 
not pretend to defend it, many of them 
openingly condemning it in part at least. 


This is not a pleasant thing for Penn- 


syUanians to think abcut, but it is too 
truly a fact, and it ia a fact because the 
dominant party ia the Sfate can not rid 
itself of a system by which this condition 
is produced. True, because this system 
often wins at elections, strange though 
it may seem, some Republicans call it 
"practical" politics, and say that it can 
not be avoided. 
IE so, it is a dnplorable 


situation, and the benefits of a repre- 
sentative form of government, of whicl: 
we have always been proud, no longer 
exist. But it is not so, and the remedy 
is with the patriotic, pure people of 
the State, who are concerned for the 
State's good and are opposed to the cor- 
ruption which exists. 
With them this 


question rests, be they Republicans 01 
something else. It does not rest with 
the politicians, for let it be understood 
that they will continue their power as 
long as possible.

"Mr. Quay, let me say parenthetically, 


in almost aa'despotic n boss as Mr. I'iatt,

The Legislature. 


Legislative plans for revenue, chaotic 


before, arc thrown into confusion worse 
confounded by the 
decision of Judge 


Hanna on Friday, that the new law tax- 
ing direct inheritances of personal prop- 
erty is unconstitutional because of the ex- 
emption of estates valued at $5000 or less. 
It was estimated by Deputy Attorney Gen- 
eral Elkin, who prepared the bill, that it 
would produce a revenue of $1,500,000, 
but since then reports procured from a 
majority of the counties indicated that 
the revenue would fall considerably short 
of that sum. 


Excepting the Bliss "horizontal" bill, to 


increase the tax on corporation, insurance 
premiums, persona! property, 
collateral 


inheritances, etc., not one of the nearly 
EI 


dozen revenue bills pending or proposed 
would be a large income to the State. 
The enacting of several of them has there- 
fore been contemplated as a necessity, in 
addition to the direct inheritence tax law. 
The Bliss "horizontal" bill was recommit- 
ted on Thursday, to the Ways and Meanp 
Committee, presumably with the intention 
of lotting it sleep to death, as the Govern- 
or and many of the leading legislators 
wero of the opinion that most of the in- 
dustries which it proposed to tax were al- 
ready burdened as much as they could 
beat. 


The three bills protecting the frpe exer- 


cises of the right of suffrage, prohibiting 
tho assessment of officeholders and pro- 
hibiting the payment of poll taxes by any 
person other than 
the elector 
against 


whom such tax is assessed were all re- 
turned 
from 
the 
ifonse with amend- 


ments, but the Senators refused to concur 
in the changes made. 


The Hamilton Road bill passed the Sen- 


ate on rinat passage by a vote of .'>Q to S, 
those voting in the negative being Messrs- 
Brown, of Westmoreland : Coyle, Haiues, 
Hert/.ler, Ilummul, Meredith, Merrick 
and Miller. 


A lively debate was precipitated by Mr. 


Creasy, of Columbia, moving to place on 
the calendar the negatived bill iixing the 
uniform passenger rate on steam railways 
at two cents a mile. This measure has 
been before the Legislature at every ses- 
sion for ten years, and has always been 
killed by the Eailroad Committee. 


Governor Hastings signed the. Wciler 


labor 
bill Thursday, 
prohibiting the 


discharge of corporation employes by cor- 
porations because of their connection with 
labor organizations This 
measure has 


been backed by all the trade unions of 
the State, and was opposed by the [fad- 
ing Railroad and other large corporations. 


The Democratic legislators will probably, 


in the main, stand by the Governor. On 
questions involving economy there is no 
doubt that they will do so, as they have 
begun to co-operate with tho Demociatic 
State organi/:ation, in some hope that the 
Republicans will blundur themselves into 
dt'feat in the Gubt'riuUorial battle of next 
year, if not. earlier. 


Governor Huntings is expected to veto

it is not his business, but that of the 
House, to originate revenue, and of the 
Ways and Means Committee to sift the 
various projects.

OS A VAK1KTY OF FARM SUBJECTS. 


At this season repairs for reapers, 


mowers, plows, etc., will be required, 
many of such being necessitated because 
ot exposure of the implements during 
the winter. It is unfortunate with some 
farmers that they are compelled to buy 
new implements and tools every year, 
which might be avoided with care in 
keeping those on hand. 13very farmer 
should also keep his tools sharp aud al- 
ways ready for work. 


Farmers who rely upon the fertility of 


their soil for success may be disappointed 
If they do not give good preparation and 
thorough cultivation to the crops. While 
the soil may possess a large amount of 
plant food, yet it, must be presented to 
the plants in the most available form. 
JIuch of the matter of the soil is inert 
and is reduced by the roots of the plants, 
but this can be (lone most effectively 
only when the soil is in tine condition 
and" every portion of it within the reach 
of the plant. 


Growing strawberries in stools gives 


large berries, ljut growers prefer the mat- 
ted rows, as they can, by the liberal use 
of ferti!i-/er, get larger crops than by 
stools. If grown m stools the runners 
must be kept down, by cutting or pinch- 
ing, and as fast as they are removed the 
plant sends out more which requires too 
much labor for their removal if the field 
Is a large one. 


It is a great convenience to young 


farmers who have too little capital to 
make a contract with some seedman to 
grow a part of the crop of seeds or pota- 
toes that he requires for his customers. 
There are few seedmen who have the 
land to spare to grow all the seeds they 
require. At the same time they cannot 
purchase seeds in the open market that 
will be pure and without admixture of 
other varieties. 
Hence they are glad to 


furnish seed for planting or sowing to 
some one who will keep it free from 
mixing with other kinds. And for this 
trouble they can and do pay more than 
the average market prices.—American 
C'Utirafor. 


Keep the manure pile free fiom the 


rubbish of diseased plants. Dr. Smith, 
of the Department of Agriculture, men- 
tions a case where the refuse from a 
melon bed ic which there had been some 
disease (melon wilt), was mingled with 
the compost heap, and when the infect- 
ed manure was put on the melon beds 
she following season, disastrous results 
ensued.—Jlitral yew Yorker.

Clover for hay should be cut before it 


fully matures; that is, just, as the heads 
are beginning to turn browa. IE cut be- 
fore the nap fully leaves the roots the 
plants will send out new shoots and will 
be in better condition for prO'lucinK a 
crop the next season than would be tin- 
case if the clover is cut after the heads 
are brown. 


iiegin early with staking tomato plants 


so as to keep them off the ground, as they 
cover a large space when matured aud 
keep the ground somewhat damp, thus 
conducing to the ret. If the plants have 
plenty of room, and are held up off the 
ground by stakes, more air will circulate 
and the fruit ripen earlier and better, as 
well as being more exempt from disease 
than when the vines are on the ground. 


The strawberry plants will now be 


throwing out runners, ,md if the soil is 
loosened and the young runners placed 
in the rows the work of cultivating will 
l)e easier next season and fewer plants 
destroyed. 


Cutworms prefer to work during cool 


nights, and they cause a heavy loss of 
early 'ransplanted plants. When a plant 
has been cut oft search for the worm in 
that hill and it will usually he found. 
It 


is difficult to use remedies to destroy 
them in n large field. By wrapping each 
plar.t with thick paper an inch below 
and an inch above the ground the plant 
will be protected, 


There is no farm that makes all the 


manure that its owner could profitably 
use in cultivating it; hence he must either 
purchase commercial fertilizers or re- 
strict his production to the area he can 
fertilize. It does not pay to spread an 
insufficient quantity of manure over the 
whole farm in order to cultivate the 
•whole. That involves waste of labor on 
land that had much better be left in 
grass, though where there is a near mar- 
ket for garden products buying commer- 
cial fertili'/ers will always pay. In pro- 
portion to their effectiveness, these con- 
centrated manures pay better than stable 
manure made on the farm. 


The poultry editor of the J'armir.-.' 


lti.ricK believes that mixed flocks of gen- 
eral purpose fowls do not average more 
than 100 eggs per year per bird, and his 
belief is based on figures of egg produc- 
tion carefully kept for years. There- 
fore, select the birds, and choose a spec- 
ial fowl for a special purpose. 


Growing Fodder Corn. 


Occasionally the hay crop fails, making 


It necessary to provide some kind of for- 
age. Millet is usually depended upon 
hut is difficult to cure. I much prefer 
fodder corn, closely drilled. Two years 
ago I driiled a iield of six acres on the 
1th of June, uiing two bushels of seed 
corn to the acre. 
It gave me a full crop 


of fodder with many nubbins and some 
fair sized f.a,n. 
I cut ths crop Oct. _, 


using a reapf-r which dropped the fodder 
In nice gavels. Two m»n set up in shock, 
containing BIX gavela each, and tied the 
topa with tarred binding twine. When 
partially cured I had It all bound into 
small bundles which were set up m fair 
sized shocks, expecting to store In the 
barn when thoroughly cured. However, 
rains and snow prevented this, so I haul- 
ed once a week what was needed for my 
cattle and sheep and gave my horses an 
occasional feed. 


Everything on the faimseemed to like 


it better than hay. My cattle never did 
30 well on rough feed without grain. 
This crop was worth as much as a yield 
of 3t to 4 tons of hay per acre. There 
was not 100 Ibe. of waste in the whole 
lot. Last year I grew si acres planted 
on J une 12. By sowing thickly the stalks 
do not become coarse and all will be 
eaten up dean. Do not put away until 
thoroughly cured or it will mold. This 
fodder will always sell near cities where 
many people keep oue cow and a horse. 
The first season I could have sold my 
entire crop at a good price.—R. BAKKK, 
Ohio.

Weather Bureau Crop Report. 


Conditions Sent In 
T>y Telogrnitli for tho 


TTt'ek Emlori May :tl. 


The United States Weather Bureau 


in its report of crop conditions for the 
week ended May 31 flays : 


The past week has been generally un- 


favorable for crop growth, being much 
too cool in all districts east of the Rocky 


lountains and too dry in the Southern 
tates, while excessive rains in New 
Ingland have retarded farm work in 
hi;t section. 
On ths Pacific coast the 


auditions have been very favorable in 
Viishington, but rain is needed in Ore- 
•o-o. In California the weather has been 
generally favorable. 


The week has been unfavorable to corn 
hroughout the principal corn-producing 
States, being much too cool for gertni- 
lation and growth, while complatats of 
poor stands are quite general. In the 
Central and West Gulf States the condi- 
tions have been more favorable, tbe out- 
ook in Texas and Oklahoma being flat- 
tering, while improvement in the condi- 
tion of the crop is reported from Louis- 
ana and Mississippi. Planting is uear- 
ng completion in the more northerly 
States. 


Except in Kentucky, where the out- 


.oolc is less promising than it was a few 
weeks ago, the conditions of the past 
week have been favorable to winter 
wheat. The crop is now heading as far 
north as Nebraska and Illinois, and har- 
vesting will begin in Missouri by about 
June 30. Some wheat has been cut in 
Virginia, and harvesting continues, with 
good yield in Texas. 


Spring wheat has been injured by front 


in the Dakotas, some being killed in 
Noith Dakota. In Minnesota the early 
sown is doing well, but the late sown has 
made slow growth. Over the Southern 
portion of the winter wheat region the 
conditions have been more favorable. 


Tobacco planting has made favorable 


progress in States of the Ohio Valley, 
and most of the crop has been planted in 
Virginia. In South Carolina ana Flori- 
da it is mush in need of rain. 


New Wheat Process. 


Tills Gorman Process of ^JTukiiig Dough Di- 


rect From the (irulll. 


Mention has already been made in 


these columns of the new German process 
by which it is proposed to make dongh 
directly from the grain, dispensing entire- 
ly with the milling process by which the 
grain is converted into flour. Thefollow- 
ing additional facts are translated from 
the German newspaper Die Neve Jhil- 


A factory has been established at Al- 


tona, and it is said that the demand is 
already so large that additions have be- 
come necessary. 


The machinery, which is the invention 


of J. P. Gelinck, not only transforms 
whole grains directly into dough, but 
also at the same time kneads it, no grind- 
iug or milling process being employed at 
all. After the wheat is first thoroughly 
cleaned in u dry state, it Is placed in 
running water until the latter is no long- 
er turbid, iiiid it is then allowed to soak 
for a few hours in a tarnperature of ~M 
degrees to fii! degrees centigrade. In 
the slimy condition in which it is then 
found it is placed in the dough machine, 
where it goes through the patented pro- 
cese. whereby tiie mass is vigorously 
squeezed and at the same time passed 
through a sieve, The doughy mass is 
then forced through a sieve with finer 
meshes, finding its way into wooden 
boxes, and thence into souring vats. The 
quantity of dirt which the process re- 
moves from the grain is said to be 
frightening, both in cleansing the dry 
grain and during the doughing process, 
when the surface of the water is covered 
with a disgusting layer of slnff made up 
of dust, weeds and the ejections of mice 
aud birds, all of which the machine is 
said to thoroughly remove. Tbe writer 
of the article claims that the bread made 
by this process is not only healthier and 
more palatable than that of ordinary 
manufacture, but also more nutritious 
All the nutritive portions are preserved 
especially those nearest the outer sur- 
face, which it is claimed are lost by 
milling operations. That none of the 
nitrogenous substances are removed is 
proved by the fact that the albuminoid 
ratio of the bread is 1.5, and even the 
most fibrous or woody portions are in 
such a condition that they can be deall 
with by persons of weak digestion, Pi 
nally the new process is said to be most 
economical —Phila. Record.

Iterneilies for Cutworms. 


Every year cutworms do more or less 


damage to nearly all'crops, especially to 
tomatoes, cabbages and com. 
When' 


ever aod or grassy laud is left unti 
spring before being plowed, any crop 
which may be planted on such land will 
be considerably damaged by cutworms 
The reason is that the worms are nearl; 
fall grown in the spring yet they need 
one ijood meal before forming into 
pupro, a short time after which they 
come forth aa night-ilying moths. 


The life history of the cutworms is 


about as follows : The moths lay their 
eggs in grass throughout the summer 
months and after a few days these eggs 
hatch into small worms which feed upon 
the grass. The worms cast of£ their ukin 
from time to time-to accommodate theii 
increase in size, and during the cooler 
weather of winter go deeper in the 
ground, being dormant for a time if the 
weather is very cold. 
Upon tha ap 


preach of spring the worms come forth 
for a finishing touch of growth and soon 
form pupa! in the ground just below the 
surface. Some time after this the moths 
are produced and, after mating, the fe 
males lay the eggs for another brood 
With most species there is thus but one 
brood a year. 


Most farmers are beginning to realize 


the many advantages of fall plowing 
and where sod land especially is plowed 
in the fall, it will greatly lessen the 
number of cutworms and other insects 
on such land the following spring. A 
good remedy for killing out the cut- 
worms in the garden is to make up a 
mixture consisting oi a quantity of bran 
or corn meal moistened with water to 
which is added a little pan's green and a 
little molasses or sugar to give a sweet- 
ish taste. It is the paria green that kills 
the worms and this should be very thor 
oughly mixed with the bran so as to have 
a uniform mixture. A spoonful of this 
mixture should be placed near the plants 
jnst before night on the day the plants 
are set out. The cutworms work at 
night and will be killed by eating of the 
poisoned mixture. It is much better 
however, to place the mixture about in 
various parts of a field a few days before 
planting, as it will then kill oft the 
worms before any damage is done.—n

First niclbortiKt Sermon in Anier- 


rreiirlmd by Jnhn Wonloy Over fi Conl 


iiiij a Uiilf AK->. 


"On tlie seventh of March, 173(5, John 


Wesley preached the first Met.iotlUt st-r 
ruon ever preached on this continent,' 
writes the Rev. W. J Scott, D. I)., in 
an interesting review o£ "When John 
Wealey Trenched in Georgia," in thi 
June Ladies' JJome Jnnrnnl. "It wa; 
delivered not far from the site of the 
present Christ church, Savannah, o 
which he subsequently was the third rec. 
tor, and was addressed to a mixed as 
uemblage. Ilia congregation hardly ex 
ceeded four hundred persons, including 
children and adults, re-eniorc^d, how 
ever, by one hundred or more of th 
neighboring Indians. Wesley discussed 
in a most eloquent manntjr the principle 
of Christian charity as argued by Sain 
Paul In the thirteenth chapter of Firs 
CorlnthianB. lie made a powerful ap 
peal, and many of his audience were in 
tears. While he was not so impetuou 
in his delivery as in after years, his abil 
ities at that time bespoke the great re 
former and preacher. 


"If he was more scholastic in styl 


than in after years, the fervor and fore 
of his appeals were none the less felt b 
his hearers. Especially was thin strik 
ingly true when in the course of his dis 
course he adverted to the death of hi 
father, who for forty years or more hai 
been the incumbent of the Epworth reo 
tory. This venerable man was asked no 
long before his death : 'Are the consola 
tions of God small with you i" 'No, no 
no!'he exclaimed, with uplifted hands 
'and then,' continued Wesley, 'callin 
all that were near him by their names 
the dying patriarch said: 'Think o 
Heaven, talk of Heaven ; all time is los 
when we are not thinking of Heaven 
This was spoken by Wesley in a tremu 
lous voice, and his new parishioners a 
Savannah were for the instant almos 
swept off their feet by a tidal wave o 
religious enthusiasm.
